Kcw Advtrtiaemtnta Continued on Pope Eight, 



London, March 5. — A Central News des- 
patch from Pokin says that LI Hong Chang, 
head of China's new peace mission, is still 
at tbo capital and has conferred with all the 
conspicuous officials and most of tho Euro- 
pean diplomatists. Tho caro with which 
Li Hung Chang is preparing for his duties 
gives tho best evidence of tho earnestness of 
China's purpose. Tho govornmont has 
given abundant proof in the last faw days 
that it will make a Bineoro effort to socuro 
peace. 

The Central Nows corroBpondont in Cheo 
Foo 8'iyB that tho Japuncso aro advurjcini; 
Bteadily upon Now Chwang, where 8U0 
woundod ChinoBo woro rocoived botwoon 
February 24 and 28. 

A Contrul News dispatch datod at Saou- 
lan, March 1, Bays that tho Korean war min- 
istor and other exalted cflioials havo ro- 
coived permission in rosponso to their own 
request to accompany tho second Japanoso 
army throughout tho rest of tho campaign 
in China. They will be attaohed to Gen. 
Namadji's staff. 

It is reported in Tokio that the Chinese 
peace envoys will bo received at Simonosaki 
and the negotiations will be conducted there. 

Tho Times correspondent In Pekin aaya 
that United States Minister Denby has 
telegraphed to Japan tho text of LI Hung 
( 'hang's credentials and awaits a reply Bay- 
ing whothor ho will be roceivod. 

Tho TimoB correspondent in Shanghai 
Bays : Three Japanese vessels on tho after- 
noon of February 21 fired several shots at 
tho fort and embankment at Tong Chow but 
Bpared tho city. They then wont to u fort 
ten milcB away which they ongigod. Thoy 
ro passed tho city in tbe evening and fired 
several shots at tho fort, which replied once. 
The city wub panic-stricken and many resi- 
dents fled. The object of tho attack is 
doubtful. 

Tho Morning Post is informed from 
Shanghai that tho peaoe onvoys probably 
will moot tho Japuneso negotiators in Sl- 
monoBaki. Their oredentiala will bo ex- 
amined there, and if they bo found compe- 
tent and in proper order tho envoys will be 
invited to Hiroshima, where tho negotia- 
tions will bo begun. 

Tho official Japanese report of February 
28 said that tho enemy had 15,000 men and 
ton guns. Ten Ylh was in oommand. Dur- 
ing the action a sooond Chinese force of 
.1,000 mon made on attack on Hal Cheng 
from tho eastward, but was rc-pulsed with- 
out difficulty. 

On March 1 General Nodzu reported from 
Hai Chong i Tho third division began the 
advance at 8 a.m. The advance guard on- 
gaged and repulsed 2,000 rf tho enomy. 
Gen. Hayashi's brigade then joined the main 
division, which ronted tho Chineso and cap- 
tured Konphinno at noon. The advance 
guard then drove 3.000 other Chinese from 
Santitu. Tho JapaneBO outpoats now guard 
Mai Tau, Lushoko Tao and Kunfan-T6u. 
The Chinese retreated northward and, 
after tho final Japanose advance, their main 
body lay bnt a short distance from the Jap- 
anese front. Throughout tho morning of 
the 28th it Bnowed heavily. Tho storm had 
not abatod on March 1. 



NATIONAL COMPARISONS. 

Strength of the German and French Armies 
Contrasted— France Wants an 
Offensive System. 

Paris, March 5. — Tho army estimatoB 
wore discussed in tho chamber of deputioa 
to-day. M. Jules Roche, reporter of the 
committoo, drew a comparison botween the 
German and French armies, tho latter of 
which, ho said, was 109,000 smullor than 
that of Germany. Moreovor, Germany's 
forces were ready to fight ab any monieut. 
M. Rooho insisted alrongly upon tho Bupori- 
orily of an offonsivo system. At thia point 
in his remarks ho was noisily interrupted 
by M. Clusorot, who shouted " Panama," 
and this cry was repeated again and again 
by tho socialist membors until M. Henri 
Hrisson, president of tho chambor, was com- 
pelled to suspend tho sitting temporarily. 
When tho houso was again oallod to order 
tho debate waB resumed and Bhortly after 
tho chambor adjourned. 



THE TWO CZARS.

Toronto, March 5.— (Spocial) — C. S. 
Hyman has been nominated by tho London 
Liberals, and William McCleary of Tborold 
by the Welland ConsorvativeB. E. F. 
Clarke will likely be a candidate for parlia- 
ment in Toronto Wesb. 

The Mayor, ab the rt quest of a largo num- 
bor of petitioners, has oalled a public meet- 
ing to bo hold on Monday to diHouse the 
Manitoba school question. 

Ontario ib juat recovering from ono of the 
worst storms of tho seaaon, which BCt in on 
Sunday night and continued until last night 
without abatement. Tho railroads are 
blookadnd, trains aro very late, and etreot 
cir traflio is suspended. 

Tho civic firo and light committoo has do 
oidod to at onco call for tenders for the oroc- 
bion of a water tower and 40,000 feet of 
hoso. A de.tailod iuquiry into tho loueea by 
Sunday mornim/'s firo Bhow the total 
amounb to bo SGGG.126 ; total amount of in- 
surance, 8585.925.

HAWAIIAN "ADVENTURERS " 

Sentences Tasaed Upon the Captured Pris- 
oners Criticized. 

London, March 5. — Tho Daily Chronicle 
BayB : " The sentences which tho handful 
of odvonlurors now running Hawaii paasod 
upon those who ventured to stand np for 
the dethroned Queen are so grotOEque that 
they oannot bo allowed to stand. Tholr 
oirenco ' agaiu.Bt the law ' lies Bolely in tho 
fact that they wero unsuccessful. If they 
had been shot in hot blood, or tried by a 
drumhead court-martial, all that could have 
been said would be that thoy knowingly 
took tho risk. Rub that this mushroom 
government of boaohoomberB and others, 
who UBurped powor, which is doteated by 
tho natives, should bo allowed to Bend 
Englishmen to life-long terms of torment 
cannot be tolerated. Lot them bo exiled, 
but they must bo liberated. " 

LINCOLN'S ASSASSIN. 

Death of a Man Who Secreted John Wilkes 
Booth and Otherwise Aided Him. 

Baltimore, March 5.— Thomas A. Jones, 
made famous during tho troublous timoB Im- 
mediately following the assassination of 
President Lincoln, died on Saturday night 
at bis borne near La Planta, Charlos oounty. 
Jonea Beoroted John Wilkes Booth on his 
premises after his flight from Washington, 
and kept him hidden from tho officers for 
aeven dayB. Fearing that his guest would 
be discovered, Jonea placed Booth and Har- 
old on a mule aud led tho animal seven milea 
to the Potomac river, whore ho procured a 
yawl boat in which thoy roaohed tho Vir- 
ginia ahore and made their OBcapo. Jonea 
was subsequently arrested and tried in 
Washington for hia oonnection with Booth's 
flight, but was acquitted. Ho was ]i yoars 
old. 



GUATEMALAN RESOURCES. 

Attractions Which Sho Oirera to European 
and American Emigrants. 

WASHINGTON, March 5. — Tho Guatemalan 
miniator, M. Lizo Arriago, to-day, referring 
to recent publicationa regarding his couu- 
try, said: "Our immigration laws are 
liberal, but they are hardly as liberal aB 
haB baen Btatod. Gu-itcmala wolcomos im- 
migration, particulalry from tho United 
Stutea and Europe. What wo especially 
dealre is an increase in our ugrariau popu- 
lation. Guatemala contains eomo of tbe 
richest and moat fertile farming land on 
tho Amorican continent. All poraona do 
airing to locate in Guatemala, who have 
been provioualy authorized by tho govern- 
ment's agents, aro furnished transporta- 
tion ab half rates on tho Paoifio Mail lino 
of steamers from San Francisco and 
Panama. It ia proposod also to establish 
a now lino of Bteamors between Now Yolk 
and Puerto Barrios on our Atlantic coast. 
This line will bo Bubsidlzed by tho Guate- 
malan govornmont." 



WEBSTER'S SECRETARY DEAD. 

A Man Who Served His Country and the Public 
In n Variety of Important I'osltlons. 

Washington, Maroh 5.— Charles Lan- 
man, a well known writer and travollor, 
died at hia homo hore luBb night from hoarb 
diaottso, aged 81 years. Ho was born in 
Michigan, served ben yoara in a Now York 
business houso, and holdVdltorial positions 
on the Monroe Mich , Gtzottr, and tho Now 
York Exprosi. He waa librurian of the 
War department and In 1850 became prlvato 
secretary to D»niel Webater. Later on he 
h»!d several goTernmonb poslMona and in 
1800 bio»me aooretary of iho JapanoBe 
legation holding the office until 1882, 



CUBAN REBEL DEFEAT. 

Numbers of Insurgents Kllletl-Mnny Pris- 
oners THken-Uovements of benders. 

Havana, Maroh 5.— The rebel loadoro 
Gomtz, Marti and Collazi aro still at Monte 
Criato. A detaohmont of voluntaer guards 
roosntly ovorboolc tho only band of revolu- 
tionists remaialng in tho provinoo of Santa 
Clara. Tho rebels divided tholr foroo Into 
two parties, oae ltd by tho bandit Natagas 
and the other by Arengo Rodrigmz. After 
a sharp ongagemont tho rehfla wore diB- 
porBod and wore actively pursued by tho 
troops. Tho govoruor of Santiago reports 
from Couro that a party of troopa ovortook 
and dispersed a band of robola under oom- 
mand of Matamorns and pnrauod them for 
some distance taking some prisoners. 



(From Our Own OorroSDOndonb.) 
Ottawa, March 5. — For four hours to- 
day Dalton McCarthy endeavored to show 
that government ought nob to tako stcpa to- 
wards redroesing the grievances of tho 
Roman Catholio minority of Manitoba. Mr. 
McCarthy admitted that bhoy hud griev- 
ances bub that it would bo bad policy for the 
ministry to do anything in tho direction of 
establishing special echoola in Manitoba. 
I'hia mooting of tho Privy Council waa again 
largely abtonded by the general public, 
much Interost contering in tho proceedings. 

At tho outset, Mr. McCarthy said, while 
hero aa tho roproaontaMvo of the Manitoba 
government, ho did nob wish it to be 
understood thab that govornmont recog- 
nized by ills proaonce bho juriadiobion of bhe 
privy council and the juaiolal powers thab 
they might exeroiae. Mr. Ewart had the 
righb to appear here, but it muRt be remem- 
bered ho did not ropreeent bho Catholics in 
general. Ho only represented a portion of 
tho Catholio minority. No poll had been 
taken to ascertain the wlahea of the Catho- 
lioa aB a whnlo. A portion of tha history 
whioh Mr. Ewart had given had no bearing 
on the oaao. The Manitoba aot must be in- 
terpreted by itBolf independently of what 
bad happoned between tho settlera and 
William MaoDougall and othom. Never- 
theless he thought ho ought to show that 
the " bill of rights " submitted by the 
Manitoba settlers to tho government envoys 
doea not oontain any referonce whatever to 
separate schools. There waa, however, a 
rtferonoo to education. Again, in the lisb 
of rights Bubmittod to Sir Donald Smith by 
" the Council of Forty," aud Eeno tu Ot- 
tawa, no reference appeared as to Eoparate 
schools. 

Dealing with tho judgment of the judi- 
cial committee, in reply to a question of 
Hon. Mr. Curran, Mr. McCarthy admitted 
that tho Catholio minority had a griovanco. 
Whether tho govornmen interfered de- 
clined to intorfere tho roeulb would be to 
displease one set of persons in the country 
or tho othor. Thus ib was purely a political 
quoation. Regarding the statement that tho 
pledge of separate schools was renewed to 
the French Catholics of Manitoba at the 
abolition of the provincial senate, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy argued that there had been no 
power in tho then Manitoba government to 
bind Bubiequent legislatures in thab respect. 
Further, ho was instructed by Attorney- 
General Sifton thab the alleged bargain be- 
tween Mr. Groonway and the late Arch- 
bishop had been repeatedly denied. He 
was aleo authorized to say thab Joaeph 
Martin had no authority to make the pro- 
mises he was declared to have made at St. 
Francois Xavier in 1888 in the name of the 
Liberal party of whioh he was a member. 

Coming to the question of tho petition of 
the minority, he would remind tho Council 
th»b while the legislature of Manitobamlghb 
refuse thia session to pass remedial legisla- 
tion, next session ib might change its mind. 
Meantime tho authority to pass remedial 
legislation would also be best within the 
power of tho Dominion Parliament. Thus 
there would bo concurrent legislative juris- 
diction. What the government was asked 
to do wob to change tho Bohool law of the 
province and to establish a separate schools 
system againBb the will of the majority. 
ThiB was a serious question, and yet in the 
haaty manner of tho present procodure the 
government of Manitoba woro to be called 
upon suddenly to defend or alter ibs school 
system. The Privy Council was being 
ai.ked to cnoroo a great province of the Do- 
minion. Tho Council could not act in this 
o»bo ono way or the othor without declaring 
Itself iu favor of a public or separate echooU 
ByBtem. Moreover, their decision would 
atand as an example. 

Premier Bowell nnkod whether applying 
that argumont to Ontario Mr. McCarthy 
would undertake to Bay thut anyone by re- 
fusing to sanction or aign a petition for tho 
abolition of separate schools would thereby 
bo deolaring iu favor i f the aoparato Bchool 
systom J 

Mr. McCarthy had no direct answor to 
mako. The casoa wero nob analogous, ho 
said. 

Lator on Mr. Ives remarked thab ho 
thought tho question was this : The Cabho- 
lies of Manitoba claim tho righta to aeparato 
schools, which rights had boon taken away, 
and they asked to havo them restored by a 
remedial ordor. " In making that remedial 
order you argue, then, that we would bo 
pronouncing In favor of separate echoola?" 
inquired Mr. Ivea. 

Mr McCarthy: "What I urge in 'hia 
oaao ia that the Council cannot aoBent to tho 
prayer of a potitlon for tho rc establiahmenb 
of eeparate schools in Manitoba without 
doolaring thoreby that the Boparute schools 
system it proferable to tho system of publio 
achoole." 

This assertion ovokod a general laugh in 
the room. Continuing, Mr. McCarthy 
arguod that the Manitoba govornmont had 
not had to deal with the quostion of Protest- 
ant v. Catholio, or English tpo.iking v. 
French, but with a polyglot community 
which could only bo dealt with by a common 
Bohool ayatom ; the policy of the Manitoba 
lrgiBlaturo wus to rontlor ita population 
homogeneous.

Mr. McCarthy — Oh, no, a man can be a 
Catholic and not bo French. It was the 
various national distinctions which lb waa 
dosirod to obliterate 

Mr. McCarthy was commencing to cite tbo 
rofuial of tho Dominion parliament to in- 
terfere with tho school legislation of New 
Rrunewick In 1873, whon tho hearing was 
adjourned until to-morrow.

Tanconver'a Electric Light By-law-

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOUVER, March 5.— Oq a dark frosty 
night in December laab Louis Eggart loft 
hia homo to visit Capt. Funko, of tho burk 
India, moored at Hastings mill wharf ; ho 
novor returnod. About b o'clock that night 
tho watohman hoard a ory of diatreaa, 
"Holplholp!" Than all wbb still. Ho 
asked tho sailors of tho India what was tho 
mattor, and they shouted through tho dark- 
ness — for thoro was no lighb on tho wharf 
or ship — that it was Baid an unknown man 
was struggling in tho wator, but ho Bank 
before he oould be roaohed. Next . day 
Louis Kgaart waa miaaing, and tho papers 
roportud ho had boon drownod. To-day 
Kilgnrt'a hody was found II rating cloao 
to the HaBtiuga mill about whoro tho 
India waB moored Nothing but the skull 
of tho head remains. Thoro aro no marks 
of violeuce. Tho coroner's jury roturnod a 
verdict of " accidental drowning " and re- 
commended that lighta ho placed on vessels 
loading lumber. A threo hundred dollar 
diamond pin worn by U s 'gart wnon luat 
soon alive is miaaing whioh faot cauaoa Borne 
to advance tho theory of murder. No evi- 
dence ia obtainable ua to how the deceased 
camo by hia death. 

Sir William Van Homo wired to day to 
cloae tho opera house permanently on April 
J. Thia ia on account of tho council refus- 
ing to reduco tho taxoa aud the lack of 
patronage from tho citizona. 

Vancouver, March 6. — A private com- 
munication has reached hero that the offal 
regulations will remain the same as regards 
tho canneries on tho FraBor, but as far as the 
Skeena rivor ia concerned they will be re- 
scinded fnr the Beaaon. 

Jailor C ough found a ropo hanging from 
the j til wall yesterday aud secrotod in a 
crack. Had it not been discovered it would 
have been an easy manor for tho priaonera 
to got away, Vancouver's lookup boing a 
disgrace to the oommuoity. 

A German conaul haa been appointed for 
Vancouvor in the person of Johauu WuliF 
lohn. 

An olectrio light company haa offered to 
light tho city for 33 centa a light each night 
of burning ; and three (juartors of a cont por 
hour per incandescent light to anyone who 
wants it. 

The city council will meet specially on 
Tuesday to consider how by combining 
duties, otc. , they can oconomiae on the ex- 
pense of running tho city hall. 

It ia thought that the chicken thioveB who 
hive go: away with aomo throe hundred 
hens in all, are now safo in confinement. 
John Barnett saw Ah Leo prowling round 
in tho grey of tho morning with a bag of 
hens and gave chaso. Ah Loo ran and ho 
fired at him. Thoy afterwards closed and 
Ah Lae tried to kill Barnett with an iron 
bar. Barnett knocked him senseleaB with a 
club, tied him with a rope and took him to 
the station. All Ah Lee's friends wore ar- 
rested and moat damaging articles were 
found in their possession. Ah Lee got six 
months with hard labor, tho extremo limit 
of the law. While in tho cell Ah Lee gave 
Bome of his fellow chicken thieves away, 
with the result that thia morning more 
ducks and ohickena wero recovered and on- 
other Chinaman got tho extremo aentenoe of 
six months with hard labor. 

The lumber trade iB reviving. There 
aro threo lumber shlpa in tho stream and 
three loading. This means a great deal for 
Vancouver, »• every ship leaves consider- 
able money in port, and just now there is a 
remarkable scarcity of the circulating 
medium hero. 

About halt of the $5,000 relief work 
money has been exponded, and there ia a 
complaint in some quartors that 30 per cent, 
of it is going to foremen and teamsters who 
are really not in need of relief. On tho 
other hand those in charge of tho work say 
that they get bo many poor workmen among 
the relief gangs that thoy require to havo a 
certain number of skillod men to mako u 
satisfactory showing. 

As Vancouver city's amended charter pro- 
hibits the city from interfering with exist- 
ing companies in establishing eleotric light 
plant, etc., tho city council aro trying to 
overcome the obBtaclo by legalizing tho by-law 
in which tho ratopayera gave their consent 
to the establishment of an electrio light 
plant in the city, Tho by-law waa sus- 
tained by tho loweBt oourt, quaahed by tho 
Divisional court and 1b now being taken to 
the Supremo Court of Canada. The by-law 
passed beforo tho prohibitory legialation was 
enacted, and tho council say if the by law ia 
Buatained by tho Supremo Court of Canada 
thoy will procoul with tho establishment of 
l heir plant, aa the charter amendment can- 
not be retroactive, and thoy will 
ba acting under tho by-law before 
tho amendments woro paused by tho houao. 
The amended charter also prohibita tho city 
from laying raila along tho atroets on which 
the chartered atreot railroad company havo 
a franchiao. The city wishing to pave tho 
streetB wero to lay tho raila for tho purpose 
of double tracking tho Btroot and loaao then) 
to tho company. Undor tho present charter 
they cannot do thin, but us thoy havo let the 
contract to lay tho rails thoy aro trying to 
arrange mattora with the proaont company. 

Tho Liberals aB yet havo no ono in tho 
fiold for tho Dominion election. Thoro haa 
been no reply from Mr. Maxwell, and tho 
prosumption iB that ho is on his way homo. 

A delegation from tho city band last night 
asked the city council to voto them 880 for 
tho purpose of paying Mr. TrendoH'a ealary 
for two months. Mr. Trondoll having loft 
tho city for tho East, tho mattor was ro- 
ferrod to tho financo committoe. 

Tho court of revision is In session in 
Vancouver. Very little has boon done in 
tho way of reducing assessments. Moat of 
tho applications havo boon withdrawn with 
tho understanding that a readjustment will 
ba made throughout tho city. Tho court of 
rovlsion will end its labors on Thursday. 

A big busineBB deal ia said to bo on at 
prosont ; acoording to roport Moasrs. Ceper- 
loy, Mclvor, Campbell and Loowon uro 
negotiating for tho purchase of tho good will 
and business of tho Vancouvor Guarantee 
Truet and Loan Co.

I next saw 
her at tho Gold house in Van- 
couver. Sho had tho two children 
with her. I went to Vancouver for tho pur- 
pose of getting my children. 1 know the 
acensed, James Voro. During February 
laBt he reBided in Wellington in the vicinity 
of my houao. When In Vancouver on tho 
28 5b ultimo, I aaw Voro thoro in ohargo of 
Conatablo McLean. At that time my wifo 
waa outaido the Gold houao, Ab Voro waa 
going paat with tho officer Mra.

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BOARD OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 

Teachers Give Reasons Why Their 
Salaries Should Not Be 
Reduced. 



Consultation ou the Estimates 
tweeu the Board and the 
City Council,

in rosponao to a request of the teachers of 
the public schools tho school board hold u 
meeting last ovoning at 7 o'clock to hoar tho 
viawa of tho teaohera on tho quoation of 
Balaries. Between twenty fivo and thirty 
teaoherB wore praaent and upon their being 
invited to addreaa tho board, Mias Cameron 
read a report made by u committee of the 
JH :hera : 

The rtpirt aeta out that "tho preaont 
Balaries paid to teachers in tho city of Vic- 
toria uro lesB than thoao paid iu uuy other 
city of this provincn The uvorago salary 
paid in Victoria ia $04 68. In Vancouv fi r 
since tho cut tho averugo salary is $05 'S3 
In Nanaimo the average is SGG 92 In New 
Westminster the averugo is Jot 73 In 
other citiea of the Coast the salaries paid 
aro much in advanco of those given In Vic- 
toria. For instance, tho principals of Vic- 
toria sohoola got $100 a month. In Soattlo 
principals of graded schools avorago $127. 
In Tacoma they avorago $110. In Ontario 
citiea male teachers of graded schools aver- 
age $71 a month. In Victoria wo averugo 
$60 In High school thero ia evou a groater 
contrast. Tho principal of tho Victoria 
High school gots a salary of $1,500 per 
annum. In Vancouver tho principal gets 
$1,020 ; Tacoma, $2 0(10; Seattle, $2 230; 
Portland, Oregon, $2 .">O0 ; Oakland, $2 750; 
Winnipeg, $1,800; Toronto, $2 500; 
O-tawa, $2 200; London, OnD. , $2,200; 
Hamilton, $1,800; Strathroy, $1,800. Tho 
list might bo extended ad infinitum. 

"The quoation of cost of living has been 
mooted. At prosent in Victoria the lowent 
respectable board and lodging coata tho 
toacher $25 per month. In Tacoma or 
Seattle good board is now obtainable for 
from $15 to $20. In Maritimo Provinces in 
cities excellent board coBtB $12 a month 
In the city of Toronto first-class board coats 
$12 a month. It is a well-known fact that 
for teachers who are householders our pro- 
vince ia by far the moat expenaivo to live In 
of the Dominion. A oompariaon may also 
bo made between our salaries and those paid 
to government officials in Victoria, who 
if quire no apeoial training for their work. 
For inatance, tho private secretary to tho 
Lleutenant-Govornor gota $100 a month. 
Tho two clerkB In the Provincial Secretary's 
office average $05 per month. Tho messen- 
ger in ih H department gota $85 per month. 
In tho Financo and Agricultural department 
the two oloika averago $105 per month. In 
tho Linda and Works department the book- 
keeper and three clerkB average $1 IS. In 
the RcgiVry odice tho six clerks averago 
995 a mo ith. 

In reg»rJ to mluries, tH* "-"por: continues 
that) " in regard to city <>ffij'*U in tuo oity 
hall, leaving out all heads if d^ iri mams 
who requiro somo technical knowledge, and 
including in our calculation manual labor. 
orB, we find the average salary to bo $81.15 
Chief Sheppard, of the city polioo, gets 
{127 50 per month (moro than the principal 
cf the high school) Tho .'12 policemen un- 
der him jre paid an average of $68 0.S per 
month, suits, boots and brats buttons 
thrown in. The poundkeeper (aoarcely a 
skilled workmar ) ia paid for hia services 
$64 75 a month, with a froe mount Even 
tho dog-catcher, who, howevor zealous ho 
may bo in his chosen profession, has not 
caught all the Btray dags, rejoices in a 
salary of $,'!0 a month — monitors' wages. 
All city salaries aro paid directly from the 
city revenue, with tho single exception 
•f teachers' Balaries. The city son. 
tributes towards teachers' salaries 
$6,134 88 per year, the rest being 
paid by the government. Should a reduo 
tion of 10 per oent. be made on teachers' 
Balaries the Baving on tho amount directly 
paid by tho oity would be $613 48; that is, 
$51.12 a month. Would thia materially re- 
lieve the overburdened taxyayers ?

The Chairman asked how it was that 
only $6,137 waa given aa teachers' Balarioa 
when last year there was paid for toachora' 
salaries alono some $38,000. 

Mr. Ross replied that tho teachers had 
baaed tho calculation on the fact that $0,134 
was all that tho ciiy had directly to give, as 
the capitation grant from tho government 
and the revenue tax turned over to tho city 
bv thp government made up the rest of tho 
$3S 000. The Chair thought tho argument 
was weak, for the turn given by the capita- 
tion grant and rovenuo tax had to bo used 
for other school expondituro bosides sal- 
aries. 

Thostkk Lovell, whilo considering tho 
teachers had made out a very good caae, 
said that tho trustees were continually 
being urged by tho ratepayers to retrench. 

TrOSTEH Lewis bolioved in tho city coun- 
cil putting the pruning knife to tho salaries 
of their own officials before asking the 
school board to reduco the teachers' 
Bularics. He did not believe in injuring the 
eflioiciicy of tho public schools for tho sake 
of saving a paltry $3,000. ( Applause from 
tho teaohera ) 

TRUSTEE G LOVER had alwaya boon opposed 
to having tho salaries of toacho'H out down. 
No doubt in country corners of Ontario tho 
valarieB wore lower, but in cities aB large as 
Victoria the teachers wore paid uh well or 
hotter than the Victoria teachi-ra. Ic would 
ho held be nowise to cut. the salaries. 

A number of tho teaohera spoko in sup 
port of tho report, Mr. McNeill telling how 
ho had got country board in Ontario for 
$1 50 a week, whilo Mr. Rosb remarked that, 
he had paid $75 a year for his board with 
washing thrown in, in tho country in On- 
tario. 

TRCSTBB MaROUANT, in moving that tho 
roport l>i< laid on tho tablo. Bald that ho sup- 
ported tho position taken by tho teachers. 
Tho mooting thon adjourned. 

Tho trustees, aftor adjoining, met tho city 
council to diacusB with them tho school 
board estimates. 

Tho roport. of tho teaohera was laid boforo 
tho council by tho board and a general talk, 
informal in character, ensued as to what 
could bo douo to economise. 

Mr. Hayward, chairman of tho school 
board, Baid that aomo people favored charg- 
ing a feu for tho High school pupils. At $2 
a innnth this would bring in something like 
$3 000 a yoar. This was diECussod, but no 
decision was reached. 

Upon tho estimated sum of $40,000 for 
Bchool teacher*' salaries, TruBteo Lowia said 
ho was opon to conviction in tho matter of 
nuking a reduction supposing it did not 
uiroot the efficiency of tho schools. Ho did 
not boliovo, howovor, in singling out tho 
eohoola for oconomiea whilo allowing the 
other city departments to go free. 

Aid. Maumilian hold if thoro was to bo 
a out it muat not bo at a cost of tho effici- 
ency of tho aohoola. 

Tho oonforonce laBtcd about an hour, but 
nothing dofinito waB decided upon.

Tothe Editor:— The first candidate nom 
Inated by tho ladies as school trustee is not 
qualified! gtlly. and tfoeroforo Mra. Gordon 
Grant hae b:eu chosen. When tho uc" wua 
amended so ua to enable a womau 
to become ichool trustee, there ap- 
peared to bo a very prevalent 
opinion that the new trufT.ee atoald bo 
a lady, and that if one came out as a candi 
date no opposition should bo offored, it 
being moat dosirable to huve ono woman on 
the board, and this tho only ohanco for 
12 mouth*. 

Now I voted for Mr. Ciftmel at tho last 
olootion, but I shall nob do ao this time, 
because I think it la duo to tho organiza- 
tion which tho laditB carry on, thut thoy have 
at least one oohool trustee.

As 
our city council have atroot improvement in 
view, would it not bo well to irquire into 
thia Bubjeot and ascertain if Victoria cluy 
would answer tho purpose so that if brick 
paying should bo found advisable, both 
freight and duty would bo saved and a row 
industry started in tho provinco. Prick 
paved streets in Chicago havo been ex- 
amined after a four years' teBt of a tonnage 
of 12 500 tons daily, with the rosult that 
not a brokon brick wns found.

THE APPEAL OASE. 

The cabinet of the Dominion ia now en 
gaged in hearing an appeal of the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba from an Act of the 
Legislature of that Provineo affecting their 
rights on the aubjcet cf education. It ha 
bsen decided by the Judioial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council that 
under the constitution of tho provinoo the 
Catholics of Manitoba can appeal " to tho 
(lovemor-General in Council from any Aot 
or decision of tho Legislature of the 
Province or of any Provincial authority 
affecting any right or privilege of 
the Protestant or Roman Catholic minority 
of the Queen's subjects in rotation to eduoa 
tion." The Dominion Government have 
therefore no choice In this matter. They 
muBt adjudicate upon the appeal of tho Cath- 
olics of Manitoba who conaidor themselves 
aggrioved by the legislation of that Pro 
vinco, and it ia also their duty to decido in 
the way which they conaidor juBt and right in 
the matter. This is a duty which thoy can- 
not avoid if they wore disposed to do so 
(The Constitution of the Dominion as inter- 
preted by the highest judicial tribunal in 
the land points out tho course which they 
muat purano. 

It will be contended by some who do not 
know tho law, or have not considered it, 
that the proceeding ia an interference with 
provincial rights. Put this is a serious 
mistake. The proceeding ia strictly accord 
log to tho constitutional law of tho Domin 
ion, and, therefore, cannot bo an inter 
forence with provincial rightB, for it is the 
constitution which creates and dtfinoa thoBO 
rights. When tho question, " What aro 
tho rights of a Province '!" ia asked, the an- 
swer is to be found in tho constitution of 
tho Dominion and of tho Provineo, and no- 
whore olao. It is most important that this 
should bo borne in mind, for a very great 
deal will bo said in thia Manitobu School 
controversy about the rights of the Province 
When, then, we go to tho aouroo of those 
rights, tho British America Aot and tho 
Manitoba Act, we find this right of appoal 
in tho mattor of education oloarly and dis- 
tinctly laid down. 

In ordor that there should bo no doubt as 
to what are tho rights of tho Provineo in 
tho promises the cuao waa submittod to tho 
Dominion Supreme Court and to tho ,) udicial 
Committoe of tho Privy Council. Tho de- 
cision was that tho minority in Manitoba 
has, undor tho constitution, tho right of up- 
poal. 

It may not bo out of place horo to ahow from 
tho judgment of tho Judicial Commlttco it- 
self how their LordshipB regardod tho ques- 
tion submitted to them. 

" The question to bo determined," thoy 
Bay, " is whether a right or privilege which 
tho Roman Catholic minority had previously 
has boen uffaotod by the legislation of 1890. 
Their LordHhipa aro unablo to boo how thia 
question can receive any but an aflirmativo 
answer." 

In order to show that tho conclusion at 
which they had arrivod was reasonable and 
in aooordanco with the facta thoy go ou to 
say : 

Contrast tho position of tho Roman Cath- 
olics prior to and oubacquont to the aots 
from which thoy appeal. Beforo thoao passed 
into law there exiatod denominational schools 
of which the control and management were 



in tho hands of the Roman Catholics, who 
oould select the books to be used and deter- 
mine the oharaoter of tho religious teaching. 
Theso sohools roooivod their proportionate 
share of the money contributed for school 
purposos out of tho general taxatiuu o! tho 
province, and tho money raised for these 
purposes by looal assessment was, so far as 
lb fell upon Catholics, appliod only to 
Catholic schools. What is the position of 
the Roman Cathnlio minority undor 
tho acts of 1890? Tho schwla of 
thoir own denomination, oouduotod 
according to their views, will receive no aid 
from tho State. They must depend entire- 
ly for their support upon the contributions 
of the Roman Catholic community, while 
cbo taxes out of whioh the State aid ia 
gram ed to the schools provided for by tho 
Htatu'o, fall alike upon Catholios and Pro- 
tenants. Moreover, while the Catholio in- 
habitants remain liablo to local aeseeemcnt 
for sohool purposes, the proceeds of the 
aSBCBBmont are no lougor destined to any ex- 
tent for tho support of the Catholic sohools, 
but afford the meanB of maintaining sohools 
whioh they regard as no moro suitable for 
tho education cf Catholic children than if 
thoy wore of a distinctly Protestant oharao- 
ter. In view of this comparison it doos nob 
seem possible to say that the rights and 
privileges of tho Roman Catholio minority 
In relation to education which exiatod prior 
to 1890 havo not beon affected. 

Now, aa to th.i course which the Judioial 
Committoe of tho Privy Council considered 
tho Government ought to pursue, wo find In 
the judgment the following paBBage : 

Thoir Lordships have decided that tho 
Governor Genoral-iu-Uouncil has jurisdiction 
and that the appeal is well founded, but the 
partiuular course to be pursued must bo 
de ermiud by the authorities to ivhieh it haB 
bocn committed by tho statute. It ia not 
for this tribunal to intimate the precise 
steps to be taken. Thoir general character 
ia sufficiently defined by tho third sub-aoo- 
tiou of auction twenty-two of tho Manitoba 
Act. It ia certainly not essential that tho 
BtatutuB repealed by tho aot of 1890 should 
bo ro-enactod, or that the precho provisions 
of thoBO statutes should bo again inado law. 
Tho eyutem of education embodied in the 
acta of 1890 no doubt commonda itself to 
and adequately auppliea the wonts of the 
groat majority of tho inhabitants of tho pro 
vince. All legitimate ground for complaint 
would be removed if the system was sup 
plementod by provisions whioh would re 
move the grievance upon whioh the appoal 
is founded, and if it were modified so l»r aa 
might hu necessary to give effect to those 
provisions. 

Sub-aection threo of section twonty-two of 
the Manitoba Aot alluded to in the abovo 
pasaago reads as follows : 

In oaso any such Provincial law which from 
time to time soomsto thoGovornor-Goneral in 
Council requisite for the execution of the 
provisions of thia section is not made, or In 
case any decision of the Governor General 
in Counoil on any appeal undor this section 
Is not duly executed by the proper Pro 
vlnoial authority in that behalf, then and in 
every suoh caae and as fir only as tho cir 
oumatancos of eaoh oase may require, tho 
Parliament of Canada may make remedial 
laws for tho due exeoutlon oi tha provisions 
of this sootion, and of any decision of tho 
Governor-General in Counoil under this boo 
tion, 

What we wish to inaiBt on just now is 
that there ia no infringement of the rights 
of the Provineo in tho courao which tho Gov 
ernmont are pursuing with reapoot to tho 
Manitoba Bchool question. Everything has 
been dono with the utmost circumspection and 
with the striotest regard to the provisions of 
the constitution. 

The minority in Manitoba consider that 
they havo been unjustly treated in the 
matter of education. They complained 
first that the legislation of their Province 
waa unconstitutional. This point waa sub 
mittod to the courts and tho decision waa 
against them. They then maintained that 
they had under the constitution the right to 
appoal to the Governor-General- in Council 
The question whether or not thoy possesaci 
this right was also submittod to tho courts 
and tho decision was in thoir favor. That 
minority are now acting upon their right of 
appoal in tho way pointed out by the const! 
tution, There la no infnngomont of tho law 
on tho part of tho Manitoba minority and no 
interference with the rights of the Province 
on tho part of tho Govornment of the Do- 
minion. 



A DIFFICULT SITUATION. 

Tho Government of India wcro in a singu- 
lar position with reopeot to pilgrimages to 
heathen shrlnea. Tho religion of the Hin 
doos favors pilgrimagca. Tho Hindoo do 
votee bolievo8 that his Boul'a health or his 
soul's salvation requires him to muko a pil. 
grimago to aomo place rogardod by him do 
holy. Ho therofore, with what wo in tho 
West would consider a preparation altogeth 
or inadequate, undertook a long journoy. 
When tho journey waa mado on foot the 
chanoen woro muny that ho would tako aick 
upon tho road and die. Thia waa often tho 
case. " India," wo are told, " ia the grcateat 
pilgrim country in tho world, and tho oggro 
gate amount of pilgrimage dono within its 
territories or from them exceeds by a 
hundrodfold that to Mecca, Jorusalom, and 
Rome." Kvory yoar thousands of tho pil 
grimB died miserably by the roadsides and 
at tho halting places. Tho oltios and towns 
in whioh tho pilgrims congregated bocamo 
tho contreo of deadly epidemics, When tho 
country waa undor tho rule of tho Mahomo- 
ddns thia mortality waB regarded with in 
difforenco. Put whon Christiana became 
tho masters of tho country they could not 
witness thia dreadful sacrifice of human life 
and tho danger to tho public health whioh 
tho pilgrimages caused unmoved and witl 
out making an effort to at loast check tho 
evil. To stop them altogether 
would ho too dangorouB an oxpori- 
mont to ho thought of and to endeavor 
to regulate tho pilgrimages would be 
considered by many ua countenancing and 
encouraging hoathoniBm. Tho Govornment 
wisoly and humanely chose tho lessor of tho 
two evils. Thoy undortook aa a sanitary 
meaauro to rogulato tho pilgrimagos. Regu- 
lations woro drawn up whioh tho pilgrims 
woro obliged to obnervo, and by thia moans 
many livea woro saved ovory yoar and tho 
pllgrima woro aparod groat sufforing. Whon 
railroads woro built thoy woro much uaod 
by tho pilgrims ; indeed, tho pilgrim traffic 
onterod largely into tho calculations of many 
of tho projectors of railroads in India. The 



conaequenco of tho Government regulations 
and the aooommodation afforded by rail- 
ways has boen to greatly inoreaso the num- 
ber of pilgrims and at tho same time to 
diminish the number of deaths. 

There is also a large annual pilgrimage 
from India to Mocaa. Part of thia pilgrim- 
age waa mado in ships which were littlo if at 
all better < quipped than tho veseolo engaged 
in tho African alavo trade. Tho Iobb of life 
on tho voyngo was enormous, and tho suffer- 
ings of tho pilgrims dreadful. Tho Govern- 
ment felt it to bs tlmir duty to do ntnnothing 
for theae pilgrims alao. They provailed 
upou Messrs. Cook & Son to convoy pilgrims 
from Bombay to Jeddah for moderate faros, 
guaranteeing the enterprising firm ogainBt 
lo:s to the extent of $10 000 the Crab yoar 
and 55.000 a year afterwards. Thio arrange- 
mont was also looked upon ua a scandal by 
many British subjects, who did not think 
th.it the Govornmont Bhould, even in 
tho interests of humanity, participate 
iu the superstitious practices of heathona ; 
but, whin the good results of the 
regulation of tho pilgrimagos were 
soon, the great majority of tho nation 
oame to the oonoluslon that tho Government 
of India had done what, under the circum- 
stances, waB its duty. 

HOW THE TARIFF FOR REVENUE 
WORKED. 

It Bhould never bo forgotten that the Grits 
who aro now ao loud and bo zealous in advo- 
cating a reduotion of dutios, when they were 
in powor kopt on raising tho dutioB. Thoy 
raiaod the gonoral rato from 15 por cent, to 
17i per cout. They taxed eugar 2J conta a 
pound, black toa centa a pound, 
and groon and Japan tea t> cents a 
pound. In Bpito of tho additions thoy mado 
to tho taxes there was almost every year of 
thoir rule a deficit, and although 
tho markot waa glutted with 
aheap foreign goods money was terribly 
soaroo and tho people in evory part of the 
Dominion woro complaining of tho slackness 
and tho apathy of tho Government. The 
people then had tho kind of tariff which Mr. 
Liurior now promises as a preliminary to 
British froo trade, and tho Dominion, from 
Capo Breton to Vanotuvor Island, waa in a 
most lamentablo condition, Ia thero any 
reason to beliovo that the Bamo policy would 
In theso days produce a difforont result 
morely because tho head of tho Government 
may bo a silver tongued Fronohman who 
hates to call a apado a apado, inatoad of a 
hard headed Sootobman who did not hesitate 
to deaignato things by thoir right names. 
Anyone who believes that a froo trade 
policy or a rovenue tariff polioy will bo more 
effectively carried out by Wilfrid Liurior 
than it waB by Alexander Maokerzie ia 
very greatly mistaken.

Seventeenth Anniversary of the Pope 
— Morley's Irish Land Bill 
Discussed. 



End of the Seditious Movement in 
Cuba-Student Riots in St. 
Petersburg 1 . 



London-, March 5 —A dispatch to the 
Timea from Madrid aaya It is probablo that 
Marshal Martinez CampoB will shortly suc- 
ceed Gen. Caleja aa governor-general of 
Cubs. The lateat telegrams report that tho 
troopa In tho province of Santiago do Cuba 
have routed .'!0U insurgentc at Veguilaa, 
killing oloven and capturing many. 

The aovonteenth anniversary of tho coro- 
nation of I'cpe Leo XIII was celebratnl to- 
day with solemn pomp and ceremony. Pre- 
ceded by all tho members of the sacrod 
collugo of cirdinaU at present in Roma, tho 
Popo, borne in tho aedia geatatoria, waa 
carried from hia apartments to tho magnifi- 
cent Syetino chapel, whore moat solemn 
ritoa, in which Hia Holiness officiated in 
person, took place. 

Tho county council elections have resulted 
in a dead heat, each eido electing fifty-nine 
members.

Besides tho 'JO atudenta injuredand placed 
undor an oat during tho recent student riots 
at St. Petersburg, othera aro Hlill under 
treatment at tho hoapitala.

Tho Morning Post has thia ditpatch from 
Paris : " It it reported that editor Canlvei 
h»B Hcd to Constantinople to escape inagia- 
' rata Doppfer'a summons to toatify in a 
Oif.Q similar to that in which he was acquit- 
ted." Canivot, who ia tho editor <t Le 
Paris, was acquitted on February 21 of 
blackmailing, in a case in which ho waa in- 
volved with other Parisian journalists. 

The entire band of insurgents in Jaguey 
Grande, with Marrero, their loader, have 
surrendered to the authorities. Tho gov- 
ernor of Matan/.is lias telegraphed to tho 
governor general an expression of hia satis 
faction that thu seditious movement in the 
provinco ia ended The governor of the 
province of Santiago haa reported to the 
governor-general that tho riotera at lUiro 
aro diepoeeel to aurrender and a favorable 
result of tho pending parloyiuga with them 
is expected. 

TROUBLESOME ARABS. 

The Troops of the Sultan and the Rebels at 
Unseat. 

London, March 4 — Tho Kilwa's passen- 
gers from Kurracheo stato that tho robels at 
Musoat number .'ioU. They aro armed with 
Martini rifles and aro excollont marksmen 
and still hold the town. Tho Sultan's 
troops, 2,500 strong, occupy the forts. Thoy 
are armed with weapons of ancient pattern. 
Sovoral corpses wcro lying in tho stree's of 
tho town and if anybody tried to 
romovo them thoy wore fired upon. Tho 
rohola treat tho citi/.ons well. Some Britibh 
residents occupy a largo coal shed belonging 
to tho residency, others aro on hoard vessolB 
or have fled inland. Tho houso of tho Eng- 
lish missionary, who hud gono to tho resi- 
dency, wbb lootod. The surgeon of tho 
roaidonoy whilo in a boat flying tho British 
flag was fired at. Tho warships Sphynx and 
Bramblo had arrived. 



THE CRONIN MDRDER. 

Revival of tlio Agitation— Endeavor to Induce 
the Church lo Interest Itself. 

Chicago, Maroh 5.— Tho Croninitoa are 
said to be making strong attempts to drag 
Mgr. Satolli, and through him the Catholio 
church, into the great quarrel which dis- 
rupted tho Clan-na Gael throughout tbo 
nation and tho Irish people of this city. Tho 
followers of tho murdered doctor are argu- 
ing that tho difficulties which hang around 
the death of Cronin and tho circumstances 
which precoded that tragic event have 
reached too groat a crises horo in Chicago 
for the church to keep clear of tho contro- 
versy any longer. They chargo a number of 
priests in this city with prostituting their 
aacred otlico to help tho murdorora of Cronin 
to oscapo justice and even to reap rewards 
for their crime. Tho Croninites havo, it is 
stated, prepared and aent to Mgr. Satolli a 
potition urging tlio papal ablegato to visit 
Chicago and investigate in person these 
charge, which aro tar too serious to be 
probed only by hearsay evidence Thoue- 
anda of copiea of thia potition havo been 
printed in tho form of a circular and distri- 
buted among tho Catholica who uro believed 
'o sido with tho Croninites or to bo in favor 
if a just and fair settlement of tho wholo 
trouble by tho church itself.

NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

I'niteil Slates Vessels to Be Built cm the 
Pacific Coast. 

Washington', March S —Tho naval ap 
propriation bill, which was yesterday morn- 
ing disposed of by tho houso agreeing to all 
tbo amendments proposed by the Senate, 
authorizes tho Sucrotary of tho Navy to 
onter into contractB for tho construction of 
tvvo sea-going coast lino battle ships of about 
10,000 tons displacement, to cost, exclusive 
of armaments, not exceeding 84,000,000, 
oach one of thorn to bo built on tho Pacific 
ooaBt. It authorizes tho construction of six 
light draught gun boats of about 1,000 toriH 
displacement, and fixes a limit of $230,000 
for oach, not moro than two to bo built at 
ono yard, and ihreo torpedo boats to cost 
not exceeding §175, 000 oach, ono to ho built 
on tho Pacific coast, one on the Mississippi 
river, and ono on tho Gulf of Mexico.

Pass, March 4.— (Special)— Dis- 
appointed, thougli by no moans discouraged 
or diahoartonod in tho attempt) to locate tho 
Nicholson troasure, tho gold seekora of 
Mayne island after a hard day's digging and 
probing arount tho promises in tho vioinity 
of tho miaor'a hub, have had to abandon the 
hunt for another day, darkness having takon 
them unawaroa. The secret, if there bo a 
secret, Bbill remains imbeddod under tho 
green sod. 

Tho fortune huntors are ab present follow- 
ing the directions of a dream. A weok or eo 
alter tho miser's death, when all tho neigh- 
borhood was prospecting his bumblo estate 
for tho hidden gold, an intimate friend ot 
tho old man had a vision to this efFeob. Ho 
W48 standing, ho dreamed, near the door of 
tho little mud houso, whon tho old man 
himself oame from within, and with tijger 
on lip to command allonco, whiaperod : 

" Follow me — 1 will reveal to you tho 
Booret treasure houso, but you mint not dis- 
close it." 

Then he led the curious noighbor away 
through the small patch of garden and into 
ths orchard. Taking him to tho last row of 
apple trees tho niieor stopped. 

•' Kneel down," ho said to hia companion, 
and tho Utter did bo. When ho looked up 
tho old man had diaappoarod. 

The friend thought no moro about the 
matter, the troasure or the dceam, until 
very recently when in another dream the old 
man again appeared to him, and directed 
him with some show of displeasure to tho 
very spot at which in the formor vision he 
hid left him kneeling. 

The incidents of tho first dream wer-i then 
ro onacted with curiouB fidelity and the 
peculiar circumatunce so impressed kaelf 
upon the dreamer that ho at onco decided 
that his myatio guido should bo obeyed. 
Ho has accordingly organized tho present 
search and ia himself directing it. There ia 
no doubt that Nicholson had at tho time of 
his death a large aum of money in gold, 
which htis nevor been aceountod (or. Tbo 
majority of the residents hero boliovo it ib 
buried Bomewhore on the firm that onco 
was his. Where? is, however, tho burning 
question that each and all would so much 
like to solve. 

Accompanied by your correspondent, tho 
treasure Beekers proceeded yesterday to a 
place at the bottom of the littlo orchard, 
the spot indicated in the droam, and in tho 
uttempt to force the iron rods into tho 
earth many a blister was raisod on hauds 
unused to toil. A thorough search was then 
made aruund tho ruinB of tho cabin with no 
better result. Excitement ran high at one 
time when au old tin pot was dug up and 
brought to the aurfacs, but the loeling 
gradually subsided towards evening, when 
an adjournment was agreed upon to givo tho 
proapectorB an opportunity of getting more 
suitable tools to work with. In faot Satur- 
day's operations wore only in the nature of 
a preliminary survey of tho place, as the 
workers were not properly provided with 
implomenta for the search. 

Henry C'lapham, tho oldest settlor hero, 
who was with the old man to tho time of hlB 
death and therefore acquainted with his 
ways in every respect, says that Nicholson 
originally came from Gloucester, England, 
where hia father was a weaver in a c irpot 
factory. After working in some of the bast 
gold claims of California at the time c f the 
gold excitement, he wont to Australia and 
mined considerable wealth there, storting 
from Melbourne for British Columbia about 
tho year '64. Ho brought his money and 
gold dust with him in sacks which ho used 
for his pillow on tho voyage, aud also 
wrapped in soft leather around his body 
during tho day. Ho firBt built himself a log 
cabin on Mayne Island and pleaded poverty 
from the sturt, but thinking that ho was 
being observed one night through a crack in 
the walls, built himself tho mud houso. 

At one time Mr. Ciapham was in tho 
house with him and notiend that tho hearth- 
stone had l)3on freshly mortarod down, and 
at various other times ho noticed tho same 
thing had occurred. Ciapham told this to a 
friend of his who one day, happening to be 
in the old man's house, foolishly remarked : 
"They tell mo, Nicholson, that you have 
got all your gold hid away under that 
hearthstono eomewhore," — pointing to it. 

Since than tho stono was never noticed to 
bo freshly plaatored ovor, aud aftor the old 
man's death thia atone was taken up and a 
deep hole wub found — but no money. Nichol- 
son had often told Ciapham that if over he 
hid money it would bo deep in the ground, 
as oncein California tho miners had mado him 
their treasurer for all tho gold dust Ho 
had then dug a hole four feot in ground un- 
der hia bed, and not even the miners tnem- 
selvea knew where their duat was hidden. 



AMEBICANS IN CUBA. 

The Spanish Ministry Questioned ua to Their 
Arrest. 

MADRID, March 4 — In tho Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Senor Oama queEtionod 
tho ministry with regard to Americans ar- 
rested in Cuba. Ho then rend a 
recent intorviow in Paris wi h Charles 
Cespedea. The Foreign Minister re- 
plied that ho was officially informed that 
three Americans had been arrested in Hav- 
ana and that the government supported the 
Governor-General of Cuba in upholding tho 
protocol of 1887 between Spain and the 
Unitfd Statea, arid in no wiao 
would protect Americans conspiring 
against tho Spanish executive in 
Cuba, whero foreigners woro eubjeot to tho 
law equally with Spaniards, tho only differ 
onco being that for violations of the law the 
former must bo trUd in ordinary courts in- 
stoad of by courtmartial. 



GERMAN ARMY. 

Explanations Demanded and Made In the 
Reichstag. 

BERLIN, Maroh 4. — In tho roichatag to- 
day tho dobato on tho military oBtimates 
was continued. Herr llibol attacked tho 
decrees whioh tho VoorwartB published for- 
bidding tho employment of socialists on 
military works, and also denounced 
duelling in the army. General Bron- 
eart von Schollondorf indignantly proteatod 
that tho publishing of tho decreoa nhowed 
that disloyal employes of tho govornmont 
stolo public documonts, for which thoy woro 
doubtless woll paid. Novortholefls they 
were traitoi'B to their country. Duelling, 
ho Baid, was certainly deollning, and Boldiors 
woro in no wlso tho ohief ofLondors. Tho 
annual avorago.£of duols in tho army was 
olovon. 



AN INNOCENT ABROAD. 

(From tho Nows-AdYortisor.) 
Ornamontod with a lithographed present- 
ment of hia own features, Mr. Hawitb Bos- 
tock, of Viotoria, has iBHUed an address to 
tho elootors of Yalo-Cariboo announcing 
that ho has " decided to come forward as 
a candidate at tho forthcoming eleotions 
in opposition to tho presont govornmont." 
He then proceeds Restate his views on cur- 
rent political topics, and hero ho gives ua 
a genuine surprise Nearly evory Item in 
the programmo which he sots out as, in his 
opinion, the best eilculated to advance thai 
interoats of tho aouutry, is what tho present 
government at Ottawa has for years boon in- 
sisting on against the opposition of Mr. Lau- 
rlor and Sir Richard Carbwrlght. Oa points 
whero Mr.Btistook differs from tho ConBorva- 
tlvo policy it is qutto cortain tho majjrity of 
tho electors of tho Vale-Cariboo dinriob will 
alBO differ from him. Beforo referring to a 
fow of the items in his programme wo feel 
it incumbent upon us to protest against tho 
unkind troatmenb to which Mr. BoBtook 
has boon subjected by tho Liberal party in 
Victoria. "1 was hungry for parliamen- 
tary honors aud ye took me in," Mr. 15os- 
tock may truly deolaro and in a oonaj that 
will reflect littlo crodic <>u his Grit foster 
parents in tho Capital. Whilo thoy rej-jotod 
hia wooing there, they dosirod to utiliao hia 
ambition and resources in tho forlorn 
hope of securing a seat for a Liberal in tho 
Interior constituency. Wa suppose Mr. 
I'.istock, aa a new man in the 
country, must not complain at being 
oompelled to obey t.ho behoatn of the 
party wiro pullers. But ho may justly 
complain ab being aont us a carpet b iggor 
with such a slender political outfit. Surely 
Mr. Templeman cmld htavo m imaged to 
manufacture for him soma campaign litera- 
ture out of buck numbers 1 f tho Times. If 
a rejected candidate from Viotoria is good 
enough for tho pooplo of Valo and Cariboo, 
tho arguments spurned by the eleutorB of 
Victoria would not bo out of place Or if 
this c: uld not bo done, wo think Dr. Milt e 
might have been generous enough to share 
with his young friend some of tho olla 
podrida with which ho occasionally delights 
tho Liberal club in Victoria. 

Insteud of that they havo left poor young 
Mr. Bostock to IliB own resources, and truly 
ho has fallen among tho Philistines. In 
noarly every paragraph in his address ho 
manages to make a proposition which runs 
countor to tho expreasod policy of tho Lib 
oral loaders. Possibly Mr. Laurior may bo 
able to amooth matters over by mukiug Mr 
RoBtock'i platform all contingont on "if." 
But if Sir Richard Cartwright should got 
hold of it, wo don't know what will happen ! 
Mr. Bostock actually suggests that "the 
couutry shou'd be openod up" by ' increased 
facilities for communication and transporta- 
tion." Here our interesting and well 
meaning young friend has got Blightly 
mixed up between tho respective functions 
of the Dominion and Provincial government?.

Now, not on 
one or two occaaionB only haB " tho Knight 
of the ruoful oountonanoo" deolarod that it 
is only a wloked and corrupt Conservative 
govornmont that would subsidise railways, 
especially if thoy are in the barbarian 
West.

INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 

Mr. Justice Waikcra Dismisses the Motion 
fur Writ of Attachment Against 
Sob-Contractor Tnlloch. 

Tho Tullooh injunction case oame up be- 
fore Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday, when 
Mr. S Perry Mills moved on behalf of tho 
plaintiff in Tulloch v. Adams to dismiss or 
vary tho order made by him, dated Febru- 
ary 18, proventing plaintiff from interfering 
with defendant taking Btono from Hadding- 
ton island quarry, and also directing plait- 
tiff to roi uru the cylinder head of tho engine 
at tho quarry. Mr. Mills mado hia motion 
on tho tollowitjg grounds : That tho relief 
sought by (hfundant under and by virtuo of 
the said order ia not incidental to and docB 
not ariso out of relief sought in this action ; 
that the order should not have boen mado 
with defendant giving plaintiff tindertaking 
as to damages ; that tho affidavits filed in 
support of tho order do not justify tho mak 
ing of said ordor, and that on the merits the 
same order ia not justified. 

The law of injtinc'.ion, Mr. Mills held, did 
not apply to a case tf tho present kind. The 
defendant had Dot tiled a counter claim and 
plaintiff had a lion for hia work on tho acono 
quarried ; until that lien waa satisfied the 
defendant should Dot have beon allowed to 
take possession of the stone. 

Mr. Aikman argued that it was an inci- 
dent arising out of an aut, and therefore do 
fendent could apply for an Injuno ion before 
filing a countor claim. He conalderod that 
the lien for the workman's wagea had been 
satisfied, though possibly the plaintiffs 
claim had not. 

The Court dissolved tho injunction, coata 
to be plaintiff's coita in the cause. 

As to the motion for a writ of attachment 
against Tulloch for disobeying tho injunotion 
the Court after hearing argument on both 
aidea dismiaaed the motion, both aides to 
pay their own coata, 

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Uteamtr " Coquttlam '' Concludes Her Fishlus 
Trips— The Vancouver Steamer 
"Saturna" ABkore. 

When the steamship Miowera loft Sydney, 
N.S.W.,last month for this port sho bed 
aboard 100 tons of overland freight, 150 tons 
for San Francisco and -10 tons (or Victoria 
She also had twenty cabin and 35 steerage 
passengers. Both cargo and passonger lists 
are expected to bo largely augmented at 
Honolulu, from which port tho ship is duo 
horo on Tuesday next. 

The Btc-uiner Ciquilliim arrived at Van- 
couver yetti rday mornidg from tho halibut 
fishing biuks with 90,000 ponndB of hali- 
but. This is ttio last trip of the Ccquitlam 
thiB season.

The latest 
report t>b)Ut tho Saturna ia that sho was 
driven ashoro in tho recent storm, and that 
her hull io very badly damaged.

A DARKER TALE. 

Stories of Turkish Atrocities in Ar- 
menia Grow From Bad 
to Worse. 

Experiences of the Father of the 
Armenians and Other 
Refugees. 



London, March 5. — A correspondent Bent 
to Armonia by tno Associated Proea with 
inatructinns to thoronghly inveatigato the 
et-orlea told of tho Turkish atrccitloa ia that 
country, under dato of Tiilla, Russia, 
January 25, forwards tho following inter- 
view with tho father of all the Armenians, 
Mgr. Khirmlram. Mgr. Khirmiran'a homo 
ia at Etzchmiadzin, in the Ararat region of 
Russia, within a short distance of tho Turk- 
ish frontier. In an outer room of the Iioueo 
tho correspondent mob a monk iu a black 
habit, and at tho furthor end of tho room 
was a man dressed entirely in red, holding a 
long mace. Tho sanguinary appoaranco of 
thiB man contrasted Btrongly with tho peuoo 
and quiet of tho house. Sometimes lour 
men were in attendance. Mgr. Khirmiran 
talked fluently and oloquently of tho wrongs 
of tho people. Among other things ho said : 

" The rnasiiacro in tho SaBaouu mountains 
was tho result of a long period of Turkish 
mis government. In tho Armenian provinco 
of Turkey 1, myself, have been an oye- 
witnesa of all kinds of Turkish oppression. 
In fact, about fifty yeara of my life huve 
been passed in connection with tho perse- 
cutions iu Armonia. Twenty or thirty 
yeara ugo the Armenians were etill very low 
and narrow, and did not understand tho 
cause of all tho calamities which befell 
them. They thought their troubles woro 
aont by hoaven us a punishment of their 
sine. Such ia always the belief of tho 
people deprivod of education and tho print- 
ing preaa. Bit lator, whon they began to 
think and to under8tand tho wickod acta of 
their oppressors, thero came a change and 
they saw clearly tho real causo of thoir 
troubles. 

" Among the horrible crueltioa perpe- 
trated on tho Armeniana during tho maa- 
aacre I will relato tho following fact, 
proving tho forocity of tho Turkiah troopa 
and their commander Zeki Paaha : Whon 
the Armeniana had aurrendorcd, 150 of them 
including prieata, were thrown into a largo 
ditch alive, deapito tho fact that they were 
not wounded. Earth waa then heaped on 
them and aomo eoldicra were Bent to watch 
them until they had perished. After this 
the massacre continued. Many people 
old and young, were killed, and 
many women and young girls were 
sent by tho Boldiera to Moosh. Tho bodiea 
of tho Armeniana who were killed in largo 
numbera together were burled in common 
graves, but tho bodiea of thoeo who were 
killed in iaolated places wore lu/t unburied. 
Tho Armeniana who were not killed lied. 
Moat of them canto to Russia. Somo of 
them aro now in Tiflis, Somo camo to 
Btzobmiadin and related to mo tho suffer- 
ings that they had endured. Many Armeni- 
ana are confined in prieona for ' political 
matters.' Tho exact number of tho prison- 
ers is unknown to me, but it muat bo more 
than 2,000. Forty or fifty clergymen are 
among tho number, priests, bishops and 
arahimadratea. They aro imprisoned for 
Bo-called ' political offenont.' 

" But wliab tho Tarka call a political of- 
fence has nob beon designated. For in- 
stance, for a Christian to protect hia 
property from plundering is called!* 1 politi- 
cal offence ' in tho Turkiah Empire. In 
priaona all kinda of torturo aro employed 
Mgainat rich and poor. The stato of tho 
Turkish prisons ia simply dreadful. For 
instance, the chid" monk of a monastery 
waa faatoned to a wall with & nail driren 
through hia hands, and was delivered 
from that position on admitting that ho 
acted wrongly, although ho was innocent. 
On the hands and feet of several priaonera 
were faBtontd chains and heavy shackles, 
while on thoir heads wore plaoed inatru- 
monta resembling copper pota, which were 
heated to a high temperature. SomotimoB 
these torturea ended In tho death of tho 
aufforera. Sometimes tho torturorB executed 
thoir torriblo task aimply to kill thoir vie 
tima 

" In the Sassoun'.district thero woro about 
1 14 villages and hamlets. In ono of these 
villages lived Iaimiadan, a Turkish district 
chief. Tho whole numbor of Armenian 
families, or ' hearths,' aa they were called, 
In tho district was 3.468, Tho Armenians, 
I may explain, hive preserved the 
ancient tribal system. Tho maximum num 
bor to one of theso 'hearths' is eighty 
persona. Tuking twonty aa a modeat aver- 
age, tho number of inhabitants in the dis- 
trict amounted to more than 70,000 souls, 
From tho information brought to me, I 
balievo that tho Kurdish and Turkish troops 
havo burned or destroyed a number of cities 
or villages, and I estimate that tho number 
tf men, women and children killed in the 
Saisonn district amounta to 11,000 " 

Tho correspondent also interviewed sov- 
oral Armenian refugees at Tiflis. Tho stor- 
ies thoy told of tho masaacrea oorreapond in 
every respect with with what hud been pub- 
lished in local Armenian papers. Armeniana 
held their ground against tho Turka for two 
days, whon, their provisions and ammuni- 
tion being exhausted, they wore forced 
to fly or surrender. After Touching the 
village of Clelvoaon the Turka sot liro to the 
housoB, destroyed tho churches, and began 
to muosaoro tho inhabitants. Old und young 
men, women und children woro tortured 
und put to death. Among this numbor 
were tivo priestB, ono of them, Torpotross, 
was stripped of all hia clothing and pierced 
with twenty-Uvo thrusta of a poignard, 
which caused hia death. 

Ono of tho rcfugeea euid : To defend our- 
selves we were united as ono family. We 
hold our ground aa long aa wo could, but wo 
had only .100 old-faihionod gunn. Behind 
ua were men who wore ready to kill any of 
ua who might attempt to lly. But wo 
had not tho slightest intention of eo doing. 
However, after twenty-fivo daya wo held 
a council aa to what wo should do. 
Tho Turks a«nt ua word that if wo surren- 
dered they wonld not kill u>. But they 
did not keep their promiso and begin to 
cub off tho headi of some, to disembowel 
othara, to outrage our wives and daugh- 
ters. Ten of tho latt«r, on refusing to 
embraco Moilom faith, woro put to 

death. Thoaa of us who woro not killed 
roceived wouuda, and 150 who woro not 
wounded wero thrown Into a large ditoh. 
Wo can ahow you, if you doaire, tho veiy 
placo. It ia in tho vlllago of Oioikougan, 
behind Iht house of Poto, the oldest Inhab- 
itant of the village, and who died laat 
spring. Tho poeitton of tho bodiea In tho 
pit will provo that many woro buried alivo. 
Soeing that tho Turks would kill ua all we 
at lsat fled. Wo woro only bi'x houra 
marching tho dlstanco from Moosh, but our 
oscopo waa attonded with many difficul- 
ties." 



BALTIC CANAL 

To Be Formally Opened on June 17— An Im- 
portant Event. 

Berlin, March 5. — Tho fatos attending 
tho opening of tho North Sea and Baltio 
canal will begin at Hamburg on June 17 
with a commera ab the now city hall. Tho 
Emperor und hia suite will boproaent. Tho 
formal opening will tako placo ub Kiol on 
the 18th, when tho fleet off tho entranco 
to the oanal will Inolude fifty-eight Ger- 
man warthipa and torpedo boata, five 
Auatrian warships, under tho Archduke 
Carlaton ; fivo Italian, four Spaniah, two 
French, two Russian, ihroa Turkiah, and a 
number of Eogliah and Scandinavian ves- 
sels. Tho grand oombined manieuvres of 
tho land and aea foroen will be hold on tho 
l!)ih in tho presonco c f tho Emporor and his 
foreign gueata. Tho celobration will oIobo 
on tho 20th with yucht racing und a parade 
of troopn under Oon. Count VValdoraee bo- 
foro the Emperor and hia guests. 

WASHINGTON, Maroh 5. — Seoretary Her- 
bert received Saturday an invitutlon from 
the German government to send two vobboIb 
on Juno 17 next to participate in tho formal 
opening of tho Kiel or North Sea canal, 
heoretary Herbert immediately cublod tho 
German government that the United StateB 
would bo highly ploaaed to tako part in tho 
celebration, and that the San Frauciaco and 
tho Marhlehead would bo aBsiguod to repro- 
Bont this government. Onloru will accord- 
ingly bo issued to Admiral Moado, com- 
manding tho North Atlantic tquadron, to 
proceed at tho proper timo to tho North Soa 
in ordor that tho wishes of Germany may 
bo complied with. 

1'auis, March 5. — Paul do Rouldo has 
written a circular letter to his frionda in tho 
chamber of deputieB indignantly protesting 
against tho action of M. Hanotaux, minister 
of foreign affairs, in Informing Count 
Monster- Lcdeuhurg, the (lorman ambassa- 
dor to Franoe, that iho government had e'o- 
cided to accept Germany's invitation to take 
part in the Kiol fotos.

AMERICAN BIMETALLISTS- 

Statement of tho Issues on which Their 
Party la Organized— Opposed to the 
Single Ooiii Standard. 

Washington, March 5 — Tho American 
bl-metallic party through its executive com- 
mitteo haa prepared a atatcmenb of tho 
issue on which the now party will organizj 
and with it forwards an address to the poo- 
plo of tho United States. Tho entire docu- 
ment ia ua follows : Tho American bi- 
niotullic party— A stutomont of the iaauo on 
which thu now party will organize. Tho 
money question ia now indisputably the 
dominant Ibbuo in tho U. S,, and will ro- 
muin so until settled and settled rightly. 
Other quoations, however important, must 
wait this, which to a greater or leea extent 
involvos all othora. Tho iBbue Is between 
tho gold standard, gold bonds and gold cur- 
rency, on tho one Bide, and tho bimetallic 
standard, no .bonds and government cur- 
rency on the othor aide. 

On this issue wo declaro ourselvoa to bo 
unalterably opposed to tho single, gold 
standard, und demand an Immediate re- 
turn to the constitutional atacdard of gold 
and silver by tho restoration by this gov- 
ernment, Independently of any foreign 
power, of tho unrestricted coinago of both 
silver and gold into standard money at a 
ratio ( f 100 to 1 and upon torinB of exact 
equality, silver coin to be a fall legal ten- 
der, equally with gold, for all debta and 
dues, public and private. 

2. Wo hold that the power to control and 
reguluto a paper currency in inseparable 
from the power to coin nionoy; and hence 
that all currency intended to circulate aa 
money should bo Issued und ita volume con- 
trolled by tho genoral government only and 
should bo legal tonder. 

3. We aro unalterably oppoaed to the 
iaauo by the United States of interest bear- 
ing bonds in time of poaoo, and demand the 
payment of all coin obligations of tho United 
States aa provided by exiatlng lawa in cither 
gold or silver coin at the option of tho gov- 
ernment, and not at tho option of the 
oreditor. Oo this Issue wo appeal from tho 
dictation of tho money power to the intelli- 
gence and patriotism of tho American 
poople.
